A itaka will be ran (or the first time at 
Sheepshead Bay this year that is destined to be 
considered in time the foremost raeinar feature 
of the American tnrf. Its conditions are snch 
that it is bonnd te bring together annually the 
best horses of sereral years and the contestants 
of each year are eligible to start again as long 
am they are able to race. The event in question 
is the Annual Champion Stake of the guaran- 
teed annnal valne of 125,000, of which the win- 
ner will take $20,000; distance, two miles and a 
quarter. An eastern exchange says of this 
great race: 

“One of the most important events to be run 
in this country during the season of 1900 is the 
Annnal Champion, which will be inaugurated 
at the autumn meeting of the Coney Island 
Jockey Club. It is guaranteed to be worth $25,- 
600, and is at the good old cap distance of two 
miles and a quarter. The winner is assured of 
$20,000. The remaining $5,000 is divided between 
the second and third horses and their nomi- 
nators. 

“The conditions of the Annual Champion 
make it a continnons event, in the sense that a 
horse entered as a foal or a yearling is entitled 
to start when three years old and each year 
thereafter during its career on the tnrf upon 
the payment of the starting fee of $1C0. 

“The possibilities of such an event are csr- 
tainly great enough to appeal to any owner 
possessicg a horse that promises anything 
above plater form. Should such a horse fail as 
a three-year-old it may try again in its four- 
ear-old form, and so on until its retirement. 
The winning of the event at any time does not 
debar the fortunate animal from starting (he 
next year or the year after for (hat matter. It 
becomes, under the circumstances, simply a 
question of the owner being willing to wager 
$100 against $20,0(0, or odds of 200 to 1. 

“The first closing of the event was on July 15, 
1897, for foals of 1896, nominated as yearlings, 
and for foals of 1897, nominated as foals. The 
second closing was on July 15, 1898, when foals 
of 1897 were nominated as yearlings and foals 
of 1898 were nominated as foals. These latter 
are now two-year-olds, and, of course, are not 
eligible to tun in the event this year. 

“The field next autumn will be made up of 
the foals of 1896 and 1897, four-year-olds and 
three-year-olds respectively. As an indication 
of the forethought exercised by horsemen gener 
ally in the matter of making nominations to 
fature events, it is interesting to note that 
almost all cf the prominent three-year-olds and 
two-year-olds of last season are among those 
eligible for the race. The four-year-old eligi- 
bles are as follows :
